UR latest advices from China enclose clippings 
from Shanghai papers describing a meeting 
recently held there to protest against the re- 

newal and intensifying of the treaty arrangements 
excluding the Chinese from this country. This 
meeting included “bankers and native merchant 
princes from almost every province in China, num- 
bering over 500 persons. It was a calm, dignified, 
and deliberative body.’’ A committee was appointed 
to draft a cablegram to the Chinese Minister in Wash- 
ington and a delegation was selected to wait on the 
Acting Consul-General for America to ask him to for- 
ward the resolutions of the assembly to Washington. 
It was voted unanimously to boycott all American 
goods; to refuse to unload American cargo from 
steamers; to place no orders for goods in America, 
and to urge the Imperial Government not to grant 
passports to the interior or concessions to American 
citizens should the new exclusion act go ‘into force. 
Without discussing the duty of our government in so 
grave a matter, we can but express the hope that 
nothing shall be done which will make the circula- 
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tion of the Bible in China more difficult for Americans. 
It is obvious that if such a policy as the above were 
catried out, it would probably do so, and that missions 
in general would suffer grievously. 


R. GOODRICH, returning from the Philip- 
M pines, was the bearer of'a book of unusual 
value. Dr. Hykes sent by him from Shang- 

hai three large bound volumes containing the manu- 
scripts of Bishop Schereschewsky’s translation into, 
the Easy Wenli (Chinese). It may be remembered 

by our readers that Bishop Schereschewsky first 

wrote this translation in Roman type on his own type- 

writer with his two fingers, his hand having been 

paralyzed. It took him seven years and a half to do 

this and the translation occupied in all about fifteen : 
years. These volumes will be carefully preserved in 

the library of the Society. 


HE Rev. J. N. Lopez-Guillen has returned to 
the United States on account of ill-health, 
bringing his family with him, and will remain 

in this country until his health is thoroughly restored. 
He suffered for some time with malarial fever, and 
was finally required by his physician to seek a cooler 
climate.

 g of Parana and Sao Paulo, Brazil. They set 
forth in striking form many phases of the religious 
life of that great territory and impressively teach the 
need of a Bible-based evangelism. ;

April 11th I took steamer at Rio de Janeiro for 
Paranagua, which is the main seaport of the state of 
Parana, distant from Rio 344 miles. A comfortable 
ship, calm sea, cool winds, and pleasant companions, 
combined to make the short voyage one of the most 
agreeable I have made for the seventeen years Ihave © 
been traveling on the Brazilian coast. It was restful 
and refreshing, just at the close of our Brazilian — 
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summer, to get away from office work and to spend 
two nights and a day on the ocean. 

Paranagua is an old seaport town of about 3,000 in- 
habitants ; there is a population of perhaps about 
4,000 more in the regions round about, which extend 
for some miles along the seacoast and inland a short 
distance to the range of mountains dividing the great 
highland region from the narrow lowlands along the 
ocean. The climate of Paranagua is hot, humid, and 
not very healthy. I spent only a part of one day 
there in conference with a commercial house which 
receives and ships our books to the colporteurs and 
correspondents in the interior, and with one of our 
correspondents, who is an independent Christian 
worker in charge of a small church and school. He 


has disposed of a considerable number of Scriptures 


during the two years that he has been engaged in the 
work. He has a rather hard field, but with the bless- 
ing of God is making some headway. 

From Paranagua I proceeded by train to Curityba, 
the capital of the state. This city has a population 
estimated to be 35,000 or 40,000, and is situated on 
the highlands beyond the coast range of mountains 
sixty-nine miles distant from Paranagua, and is on an 
elevation of about 3,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. The railroad, climbing up the serra, winding 
around mountain sides, over deep chasms and 
through tunnels, is a remarkably clever feat of 
engineering skill. The rugged cone-shaped moun- 
tains, wild green forests, yawning chasms, dashing 
cascades and the lowlands stretching away to the 
distant blue ocean, combine in an ever-changing 
panorama of grandeur and beauty defying adequate 
description by the most skillful word painter. It 
must be seen to be fully appreciated. 

At Curityba I was met by the Rev. G. A. Landes, 
of the Presbyterian Mission, our colporteur, Sefior 
Raphael. Archanjo dos Santos, and several of the 
brethren, who gave me a warm welcome and made 
my stay of a few days most delightful. I had 
occasion for most satisfactory conference with them 
concerning the work of Bible distribution throughout 
the state. Mr. Landes had just returned from a long 


trip of two months through the interior of the state. 


He had taken with hima good supply of Scriptures 
and had succeeded in selling quite a number in 
places where our colporteurs have not recently been. 
He brought back a very interesting reports of his trip 
_and the work. 
The state of Parana has an area of about 240,000 
/ square kilometers, and the population is estimated to 
be only 360,000. Large numbers of the inhabitants 
| are German, Polish, Italian, and other colonists. The 
climate is excellent and the natural resources in- 
calculable ; the land is fertile and well watered, 
and the conditions are favorable to make the state 
| the home of a very large and prosperous popula- 
tion.

Conversations with Spiritualists, 


Sefior Raphael Archanjo dos Santos was recently 
in the town of Serra Azul, about seventy-five miles in 
the interior of the state from the city of Curityba. 
One day he had gathered around him quite a large 
number of men listening attentively to what he had to 
say about the Bible and the passages he would read 
from the Sacred Word. Several present stated that 
they were Spiritualists and that they did not conse-: 
quently accept Jesus Christ as being divine, the Son 
of God. They insisted that man should consult the 
spirits of the dead in order to know anything about 
the future and what man’s state is to be after death, 
as well as to know how he should live and govern 
himself in this life. Sefior Raphael says that he felt 
for the moment that they were about to get the best 
of him. He then silently breathed a prayer that God 
would give him a message from the Bible with which 
to answer those men. Immediately he remembered 
Ecclesiastes ix, 4-6, to which he turned and read: 
“For to him that is joined to all the living there is 
hope: for a living dog is better than a dead lion. 
For the living know that they shall die : but the dead 
know not anything, neither have they any more a 
reward ; for the memory of them is forgotton. Also 
their love, and their hatred, and their envy, is now 
perished; neither have they any more a portion for 
ever in any thing that is done under the sun.” The 
men stood amazed while he read these words and 
assured them that this is what God has to say on the 
subject. They finally replied that the Bible was 
made by men and is not the Word or Revelation of 


-God. He asked them if the Bible was only a work of 


men how could they explain the unquestionable fact 
that the most advanced, learned, and civilized nations 
of the world accept the Bible as the Word of God; 
that, indeed, their civilization, learning, and prosperity 
are built upon the open Bible. To these statements 
they had no reply, and immediately twelve of them 
bought Bibles and said they intended. to read and 


‘study for themselves to know just what is. the 


truth. 

In another town farther south he was offering the 
Scriptures to the mayor and several others who were 
present with him at the time discussing matters per- 
taining to a revolutionery movement, which at that 
time was attracting great attention in that part of the 
country. They said to him that this was no time to 
think of selling Bibles—that they were preparing to 
fight for peace. He replied that only true peace 
among men and with God could be had by following 
the precepts and teachings of the Bible. They 
seemed much impressed, and bought several Bibles, _ 
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The mayor then sent the colporteur to the house of 
his married daughter that she might buy a copy ; she 
in turn sent him to the house of her daughter, who 
bought a copy also, and this latter asked him to go to 
the house of a very dear friend of hers who would be 
glad to buya Bible. He reported that day very large 
sales, and says that it was one of the happiest and 
most successful day’s work that he has ever done. 

He related to me other interesting conversations 
with spiritualists,and said on one occasion he silenced 
a number of them who were afterward persuaded to 
buy Bibles when he read to them Deuteronomy xviii, 
9-12, placing special emphasis upon the words, 
“ There shall not be fourd among you any one that 
maketh his son or his daughter to pass through the 
fire, or that useth divination, or an observer of times, 
or an enchanter, or a witch, or a charmer, or a con- 
sulter with familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a necro- 
mancer. For all that do these things are an abomi- 
nation unto the Lord.” 


One Who Claimed to Be of God. 


Occasionally Dofia Magdalena, the wife of our coipor- 
teur, Sefior Raphael, accompanies him on his journeys 
through the interior and always takes an active inter- 
est in his work of circulating the Scriptures. She is 
a great help at times. She related to me a very in- 
teresting incident that took place ore day when she 
was going with her husband to visit several families 
and to offer them the Word of God. At one house 
where a number of persons had gathered who were 
listening attentively to the message, there came up a 
woman who was passing by and stopped to listen for 
a few minutes. She was much displeased when she 
knew that they were Protestants and were offering to 
the people what she had been taught by the priest 

to believe to be a false Bible. She objected that the 
people had no right to be listening to the} words of 
that false and dangcrous book. Dofia Magdalena 
went around near to her and asked her if she was a 
Christian; she replied that she was an apostolic 
Roman Catholic and that she believed in God. Dofia 
Magdalena then’ opened,‘the Biblefand fread to her 
this text, John viii, 47: ‘‘ He thattis of God heareth 
God’s words: ye therefore hear them not, because ye 
are not of Ged.” The woman listened with greatest 
attention, and at once , began to inquire {more ‘about 
the book, Finally she said, ‘“‘I wish to buy one of 

those books if it is indeed the Word of God, because 
I am of God and I wish to read his Word.” She 
bought a New Testament and went away with an ex- 
pression of great delight{and interest on her face. 
«: It is marvelous, how God blesses the simple read- 
ing and cifing of passages from the Scriptures when 
the hearers are attentive and willing. The Holy 
Spirit does come down upon the Word/and makes |it 
powerful in* arresting’ the attention, convincing the 
‘heart, and leading souls to Christ. 
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The Bible Drives Out the Image of a Saint, and Sctip- 
ture Texts Are Made to Adorn the Shrine Within 


and Without. 


When I was in the city of Curityba I met one of our 
workers, who lives about three miles in the country, 
on one of the main thoroughfares leading toward the 
interior and through large Polish and Italian colonies. 
I learned something of his work and the history of 
his conversion, and decided to make him a visit and 
hear more in detail the interesting story. One morn- 
ing Sefior Raphael and I walked out to make hima 
visit. Sefior Urbano {Fultrao bought a small parcel 
of land bordering on the roadside several years ago. 
He was then a devout Roman Catholic, and conceived 
the idea of erecting a small chapel, in which was 
enshrined an image of a saint, which, after being 
blessed by the priest, was supposed to preside over 
that section of the road and dispense blessings to all 
the colonists and travelers passing by who might stop 
to pray and put money in the box, which was placed 
on the outside at the door for this purpose. Prayers 
without money would be of no avail in this case. I 
learned that the amount of money deposited in the 
little box was at times considerable. It was, I believe, 
always divided between the priest and the owner of 
the shrine. 

It chanced one day that one of our colporteurs was 
passing through that section distributing among the 
people the Scriptures. Sefior Urbano, being a devout 
man and concerned to know the truth and do the 
right, became greatly interested in the reading of the 
Bible. The light dawned upon his mind and heart, , 
and he yielded after a time to the influence of the. 
Holy Spirit. When he was converted the first thing : 
he did was to take down the image and burnit. He 
then had the little chapel literally covered within and’ 
over the front outside with Scripture texts ; on one’ 
side they are in Portuguese and on the other in 
Italian, I examined closely the walls and the ceiling 
overhead and could not find a space as big as a man’s: 
hand that was not covered with a Scripture text: 
painted distinctly in striking letters to be read by all 
who may know either Portuguese or Italian. I stood 
before that small chapel and in the door reading those 
texts, and in my heart worshiped God and gave him 


thanks for the entrance of his Word that had enlight-. 


ened and saved that brother and his family. 
Thousands of colonists and travelers who once were: 
accustomed to pay their devotions to the image and

their money to the box now read the Word of God: — 


written upon the walls within and without that little 


shrine... Doubtless many have been struck with such — 
words as, “God is a Spirit: and they that worship him’

must worship him in spirit and intruth.” ‘For God. 
so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” ;

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One day I was going through the streets of: the city 
of Curityba looking after my work, and was attracted 
by a number of men sitting down outside a small 
Roman Catholic church. I walked up near and saw 
that they were nearly all Polish emigrants. {Inside the 
church there were a number of girls and women pay- 
ing their devotions to the holy rosary, that being the 
Church of the Rosary. The men sat outside talking 
and seemed perfectly indifferent, while the priest and 
the women in weird tones muttered their prayers and 
worshiped the rosary. I was struck with this Scrip- 
ture text painted in large letters over the door: “ The 
Lord is in his holy temple; let all the earth keep 
silence before him.’’ I wondered how many of the 
worshipers within and the idlers without had that 
morning noticed that text or really knew the sig- 
nificance of it. Could they really say that they had 
met with God in that temple, or had their thoughts 
not gone beyond the rosary and the material objects 
of their devotions? 

We have frequently during the last ten or twelve 
years called attention to the very remarkable in- 
stances occurring all over Brazil of the blessing and 
power resting upon the reading of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, and as we travel about the number of these in- 
teresting cases seem to multiply as the-years go by. 
When I hear them related and think of the happy 
conversions to Christ, I often call to mind such texts 
as, “My word shall not return unto me void, but it 
shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall 
prosper in the thing whereto I have sent it.” ‘Thou 
hast magnified thy word above all thy name.” 


In= Sao” Paulo. 

I spent a few days very pleasantly and!profitably,in 
the city of Sao Paulo in conference with some of our 
colporteurs, correspondents, and other workers. We 
discussed plans for the extension of the work in sev- 
eral directions, One missionary, who contemplates 
opening work in several new places along the valley 
of the Parahyba River, is very anxious to have me 
send a colporteur through that region to canvass the 

towns and country settlements preparatory to his en- 
tering the field; then, when he is ready to start work, 
he would Sbe glad. to “have us go along with him, 
With another I combined to send small shipments to 
two men who are beginning work in interior sections 
where our colporteurs have not gone for some time, 
-. One day while in the city [ called four of our col- 
porteurs together for conference and Bible study, 
We had a most profitable and interesting time. The 
men were unanimous in their desire to have me plan 
a several days’ conference and Bible study for them ; 
they say they feel a great need of more and better 
preparation for their work. I promised them to try 
to arrange for such a meeting lateron. Our col- 
porteur in Curityba asked me if I could not prepare 
for him. something in the way of lessons on Bible 
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reading and study. He says he feels a great need of 
more instruction in his conversations and efforts to 
present the Scriptures to the people and to interest 
them in the reading. All these requests and remarks 
indicate a real revival in the reading and study of the 
Sacred Scriptures. We are praying {that the Holy 
Spirit may rest richly upon all those efforts and desires. 
I found also that our tentative version of St. Matthew 
is awakening considerable interest and desire. Sev- 
eral have spoken of passages that they never under- 
stood before, or never found any special interest in, 
as now becoming very plain and exceedingly inter- 
esting to them. , 


THE BIBLE SOCIETY OF ‘FRANCE IN ANNA. 

HE French possessions jin Annam and Cochin 

China are among the territories least affected 

by evangelical missions. For this reason it is 
interesting to see that the Bible Society of France is 
actively engaged in circulating the Scriptures in those 
regions. We gather the following facts from its 
annual report for 1905. One of its agents, a chaplain 
among French colonists, speaking of his work during 
the past year, says : 

“There is not a single important place in Cochin 
China, in the southern part of Annam, and in the 
French Laos territory which has not many copies of 
the Holy Bible. More than 400 copies of the Bible 
have been distributed among the Protestant colonists 
and soldiers, and more than 300 copies have gone into 
the hands of Roman Catholics who have asked for 
them. A large number of Annamites, Cambodians, 
Chinese, and East Indians, who have learaed to read 
French, have also eagerly received the Bible.” 

A single instance of the eagerness with which the 
Bible is received is found in the case of a French 
mechanic who bought.a Bible as soon as he reached 
Hanoi. A few months later he wrote from a little 
town in the Chinese province of Yunnan, saying that 
the chief engineer of the railway line upon which he 
was employed had borrowed his Bible and would not 
give it back. He, therefore, begged the Society’s 
Agent to send him another so that he might have one 
for himself. 

One of the Bibles was given to a bride asa wedding 
present. The curious ties connecting the different 
countries of the Far East is illustrated by the circum- 
stance that this bride was the daughter of a French 
father and a Japanese mother; was born at Vladivo- 
stok, in Siberia, was educated at an English mission 
school in Hongkong, and set up her new home at 
Hanoi, in Tong-king. 

A French soldier in one of the garrigons of the 
colony wrote to the Agent his appreciation of the 
Bible which had been given him. “I read a little ot 
it,” he says, “almost every day, and I really believe. 
that I shall end up by being enlightened just from 
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reading. It is a splendid book; I think it is perfectly 
jolly (chic/). I do not understand why in all the time 
since it came into existence it has not been more 
widely published.” 

This French society, which publishes the Scriptures 
in one language only, is finding by experience that an 
effective means of preaching the gospel in all the 
world is by disseminating the Gospel everywhere. 


HURRICANE IN THE ISLAND OF KUSAIE, 
HE Rev. C. F. Rife, a missionary of the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions in the Caroline Islands, North Pacific 
Ocean, writes as follows: 


I am sorry to inform you that our beautiful island 
has been visited by 
a hurricane that has 
destroyed all of our 
mission houses, with 
the exception of two 
or three out-build- 
ings, and all of the 
other houses on the 
island. The storm, 
which occurred on 
April 19th, was very 
severe, and _ lasted 
only about four 
hours, but it was of 
sufficient force to 
destroy all buildings 
and a large portion 
of the trees. The 
trees that remain 
were left perfectly 
leafless, and all fruit 
was blown off as 
well. Five people 
were killed—two 
elderly women, one 
young woman, and 
two children, and ; 
several sustained fractured limbs. Much of their 
personal belongings was also lost. Some pieces of 
roofing iron from some of our mission houses was 
blown fully one-fourth of a mile. The Kusaiens had 
four churches, and all of them are damaged, so that 
it will be some time before they have houses for 
public services. One of them was carried away 
entirely. They were all built of stone, the largest of 
them covered with iron and the others with thatch. 
‘Two have the walls more or less injured. 

The process of reconstruction is going on, however, 
and all are provided with temporary shelter by this 
time. The people are not easily disheartened, and 
will have permanent houses as soon as the material 
grows again. We, however, are expecting to go to 
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the Marshall Islands, where we have thought for some 
time that the necessities of the work required our 
more immediate supervision. You understand that 
we have that work in charge as well as this, and that 
there are about 12,000 people there, while here there 
are somewhat less than 500. The mission has been 
located here for a little more than twenty-five years, 
because the climate is a little more agreeable, and 
the land is more productive. The board could not 
see their way clear to sanction this change, and one 
chief reason was the expense of a new set of build- 
ings. This must be met now.in any case, and we 
think that it is the time for us to go. 

I have the pleasure of again enclosing you a draft, 
as the proceeds of sales of Bibles during the past 
year, amounting to $432.57. A part of this amount

We publish it for the 
encouragement of the many friends whose contribu- 
tions for work among the Japanese soldiers made 
possible this important service to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association : 


Dear Sirs—You have probably heard something 
of the Army Department ofthe Young Men’s Christian 
Association Union of Japan, which is conducting 
social and religious work among the Japanese troops 
in Manchuria. This work is conducted by direct per- 
mission of the Imperial Department of War, and 
every facility has been granted for doing a broad and 
thorough work. We have at present sixteen secre- 
taries in Manchuria, of whom thirteen are Japanese 
and three foreigners. Work is being carried on at 
six important centers in buildings provided by the 
authorities. These buildings are provided with news- 
papers, magazines, libraries, stationery, musical 
instruments, barber and laundry facilities, and many 
articles for recreation and for practical use of the 
soldiers. In addition, we distribute Scripture 
portions and Christian tracts, hold Gospel meetings, 
Bible classes, and gatherings for inquirers. From 
these six centers our representatives travel very 
widely, visiting hospitals and other points where 
troops are stationed. Certain of our secretaries, 
having been given facilities for proceeding to the 
actual front and preaching and presenting literature 
to the soldiers, have in all cases been most cordially 
‘received. 

The Army Department has assigned to our Associa- 
tion responsibility for all organized Christian work 
“among the Japanese troops in Manchuria, an op- 
portunity a number of our oldest and most conserva- 
tive missionaries in Japan have pronounced to be the 
greatest single emergency opening which has been 
presented in the history of foreign missions. 


Our committee are exceedingly eager to cultivate 


this great field to the fullest extent. Calls for 
Scriptures and suitable Christian literature have been 
among the most insistent demands tor supplies made 
by our secretaries at the front. Through the 
generous grants made through your Agent, Rev. 
Henry Loomis, our committee has been able to send 
a large number of Scripture portions and other tracts 
to the front. Our secretaries have written most ap- 
preciatively of these supplies and we have had many 
statements of the eagerness with which they have 
been received and of results in the lives of the men. 


We write you upon request of our committee to 


express their deep appreciation of this valued 
Christian co-operation. It is a source of thanksgiving

such close co-operation, you in providing the sup- 
plies of such literature and our Association in furnish 
ing an agency for its effectual distribution among the 
men for whom it is intended.

THE BIBLE A BOND OF UNION. 
HE following, {rom our Agent, Mr. Loomis, is a 
translation of a letter sent by Mr. Y. Sakurai, 


member of the Saku church in Shinano, now at 
the front, to his brother in Japan: 


Next to our lodging-house in Laioyang lives a 
bean-curd maker and his family. About the end of 
November last I paid a visit to his house, with the in- 
tention of getting practice in the use of Chinese. To 
my great surprise, the master of the house, seeing me 
about to enter, fell on his knees, saying repeatedly, 
‘Go back to your home—go back to your home.” 
I told him that I was a good man and would do him 
no harm, ‘but he persisted, saying, “I have many 
daughters, so please go home.” Upon this I felt com- 
pelled to leave. 

A few days later, having a little leisure, I again 
called on him. This time they were eating and did 
not notice my approach. I opened the door, and 
what a fright it gave them. The children began to 
cry and the wife hid herself in a box. Thus again 
disappointed, I was about to turn back, when I 
noticed some Scriptures and hymn-books on a shelf. 
Immediately I said: “I am a Christian. Don’t be 
afraid. Sit down and we will talk together.” In re- 
ponse the man said, “ Weare also Christians, and you 
must be a good man.”. Then all became quiet. I 
went in, took the Bible from the shelf, and spoke on 
the text, ‘Our Father is one and we areall brothers.” 
They were greatly rejoiced. Since then I have visited 
them very often and perfected myself in Chinese. 
On Sunday I accompany them to their church, and ~ 
have become acquainted with an English missionary. 
On Christmas Day I had a nice time with them, asI ~ 
used to do in Japan. Their children come to our 
lodging-place almost every day and play with us 
very happily. The man is an elder of the Laioyang } 
church.

FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE REV. 
J. P. WRAGG, 'D.D. 

HE following extract from the annual report of 
the Rev. J. P. Wragg, D.D., the Society’s Agent 
for work among the colored people of the 

South, 
trials, and successes of the year: 


gives a fair impression of the difficulties, 


I present briefly an outline of the travel, circula- 
tion, and experiences of each of the colporteurs em- 
ployed during the year. To this is added a state- 
ment ot the Agent’s work, travel, and visitations, 

Mr. R. T. K. Groves, the oldest, and a very steady 
calporteur, during the year worked 34 towns on the 
line of the Southern, Atlanta & West Point, Western 
af Alabama, Central & Western, and Atlantic rail- 
roads, These towns are in Georgia, Alabama, and 
Tennessee. His circulation for the year amounted to 
4,405 copies. He traveled 940 miles during the year. 
In-one of his letters he writes as follows: “The work 
is taking well with the people here. There are many 
a ‘God bless you.’ ‘ Why haven’t you been here be- 
fore?’ ‘When are you ‘coming again?’ ‘The cheap- 
‘est Bibles that were ever sold here.’ It is pouring 
rain, and these people are coming through it to my 
raom for some part of his blessed Word, being afraid 
that I might get off before they see me.’’ From an- 
other place he writes: “I was at Sunday school at the 
First Baptist Church yesterday, and they would have 
miespeak ‘just a word,’ and when I was through they 
ordered twelve copies of our inexpensive Bibles for 
church and school and a Bible for the pulpit.” 

Mr. T. J. Arnold spent the year working the towns 
and cities in Alabama along the line of the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad, thence to Mississippi over the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad, and then covered the IIlinois 
Central, and also the Queen and Crescent systems. 
His work for the year shows 2,584 copies going into 
hands of this poor and lowly people. 
1,036 miles. Towns canvassed were 28. He writes 
that the people are glad to see the “Bible man.” 
**T am glad to know that through my house-to-house 
visits I have been the means of putting the Word into 
the hands of many who knew nothiny of it, and started 
them reading the Scriptures. Surely he will bless my 
work, I had the pleasure of organizing a St. John’s 
reading circle with four or five at first, but before I 
left the town I was able to place thirty-five copies of 
that Portion in the hands of the circle. 

* “JT was in a certain town and had quite a time get- 
ting the people to see the need of a Eible. The 
demon drink and other vices had the town. I prayed, 
read my Bible to those I' met on the street who were 
sober enough to understand, and with a canvass from 
door to door, I was, through his help, able to sell a 
goodly number of cheap Bibles. They promised to

read them and to try to live better. I was surprised 
to find at our very doors how little some of our poor 
people knew about the Bible. Some have never seen 
one to know what it is. They did not know it wasa 
message from our Heavenly Father. 

“T went to another town from this place, and I said 
to myself, ‘I have certainly “jumped from a sinking 
boat into the open sea.’’’ The mayor of this town 
was a Catholic and did not encourage me in the least, 
but I was glad to get a half consent to sell. I went to 
the schools, but the teachers were afraid to let me 
speak of the Bible, as they knew that some members 
of the Board of Education were Catholics ; but one 
teacher told me to come back when school was out 
and sell to the children as they passed out. This I 
was glad to do after he told me the wickedness of that 
town. I succeeded in putting one dozen Bibles in the 
hands of the children. My next visit was a door-to- 
door canvass. This was not very easy, but with per- 
severance I was made to rejoice that many were able 
to see the need of having a copy of his blessed Word 
to shape and mold not only their lives but their 
children’s. 

“On my way to Sunday school one morning a young 
man who had bought a five-cent Testament a week be- 
fore met me and clasped my hand, and told me he had 
read that book through and was so interested that he 
wanted to get the whole Bible. ‘Iam going to stop 
my bad ways and try to follow this book.’ 

“T sold a woman seventy-seven years old a copy of 
the Gospel of St. John. She said she had never read 
at all, but was going to try and learn to read the 
Bible. I passed that way four weeks after I sold the 
Portion and was glad to hear her read one page cor- 


rectly. I do hope to do a great work in this state if 


the Lord be willing.” 
Mr. W. S. Lester, after a rest of a fox months, re- 


turned to his field of labor in March and remained — 


during the year. His field covered Alabama and 
Mississippi, with Birmingham as his starting point. 
He worked 29 towns, traveled 856 miles, and sold 


2,772 copies. ‘‘I find the people here amazed at the ~ 


price of our Bibles. I am, as I go trom house to 
house, trying to cultivate in those who buy Bibles a 


love for reading the pages and living up to the teach- 
ings of his holy Book. 


ing to do so. This is very encouraging to me and 
makes me feel that the great Society I am trying to 
represent is doing much for the poor people of the 
race who have not been reached in any other Way. 


I often find those whom I 
begged to read the Scriptures, even in the slums, try- P 


One woman said to me, ‘If I had ’a’ had one of these 


‘Bibles long ago I would have been a better woman. 
I am glad to find a Bible I am able to buy and call aye 
very own.’ 


‘TI was on a train, ne to this place, which was”

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crowded with men and women. Some ot the men 
seemed full of drink, while others did not, so I 
thought it was a good time to get the sober ones to 
look at my Bibles, so they would see what the Book 
said about strong drink. They began to look, and 
many bought Bibles to take to their families. When 
the oldest man in the cars, who was about seventy, 
saw that the men had stopped laughing at all of his 
foolish sayings_and began to open their Bibles to see 
what they had paid their money fcr, he became 
angry, and, without saying one word to me, rose and 
struck me on the head. I could not and would not

touch a man of his age to harm him had he been 
sober, but,held him off as best I could until we came 
to the getting-off place. He got off, but I did not, and 
as I sat reading my Bible the train started off, but I 
noticed, after we had gone a piece, that they backed 
into the town again. As I looked out of the window 
my eyes met a crowd of people. I went out and 
there I saw the old man that had struck me killed on 
the track by the cars. I was sorry for his soul. 

_ ‘We need your prayers at all times as we do this 
work for the Master, I had a very comfortable home 
when I first reached this place, but I was informed 
that I would have-to change my stopping place, as I 
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visited so many homes and might bring in disea se. 
So I am now sleeping on a bundle of hay called a 
bed, and I am glad to get it, as I cannot afford to pay 
for better quarters,” 

We had to part with Mr. J. A. Martin. He gave 
the Society faithful service until he retired November 
16th. He worked in South Carolina and Georgia. 
Towns worked 24, miles traveled 884, copies circu- 
lated 2,080. He gave up our work, which he had fol- 
lowed for about three years, to enter the Paine In- 
stitute, Augusta, Ga., to complete his education. 

Mr. J. B. Parks gave to us six months of his serv- 

ices and then retired, as the work was too heavy and 
such a sacrifice. He labored in North Carolina and 
South Carolina. 
% Mr. P. L. Green rendered efficient service for ten 
months. He retired November rst to attend school. 
He traveled sections of the states of Alabama, 
Georgia, and Tennessee. He worked 21 towns 
and cities,{traveled 888 miles, and circulated\ 2,212 
copies. 

Mr. H. Beecher Wilson began work April 16th and 
remained with us for the time employed, six months. 
His work was on the Louisville & Nashville system 
in Alabama and Tennessee. He worked 18 towns, 
traveled 435 miles, and circulated 2,079 copies. “I 
am here in one of our largest cities, and it is sad to 
find so many people without a Bible they can call 
their own. This place is one of the educational 
cities, yet the slums are full of ignorance. The Bible 
is certainly needed here if anywhere. I went yester- 
day to a flat that had forty rooms in it and found 
only four Bibles in the building. While I have not 
sent in so many dollars and circulated so many 
books, [%feel that much good will come out of my 
house-to-house visits, and will cause the people to be 
more.anxious to have a Bible.” 

Mr. J. A. Maston entered the service in April. He 
was engaged to remain until November 1st. He re- 
tired November 8th. His work was confined to 
towns in North Carolina—High Point, Greensboro, 
and Winston-Salem. His circulation numbered 2,026 
copies. 

Mr. W. W. Warthen came to us in September and 
remained until December 31st. He canvassed along 
the line of the Central Railroad from Macon to 
Savannah. After reaching this city he gave up the 
work. 

Your Agent has traveled during the year 16,348 
miles; he has visited 33 towns in territory covering 
the central, southern, southeastern, eastern, and 
northeastern portion of our Agency, I have circu- 
lated 2,041 copies. Many of these books were placed 
in poor schools—both secular and Sabbath—missions, 
young people’s societies, and jails; many were sold 
at a large discount for the purpose of Bible study. 
Some donations were made to the poor, and from 
these have come many a ‘‘God bless}your Society.”

BIBLE [STUDY IN {RELATION TO }MODERN 
LITERATURE. 


YE UNION SEMINARY MAGAZINE for 
December-January; (Richmond, Va.), publishes 
an article of unusual value‘under the above title 

by Mrs. Minnie Gresham Machen. We can find space 
for only part of the article. Mrs, {Machen is the 
author of a book on ‘‘ The Bible in Browning, with 
Particular Reference to the Ring and the Book” 
(published by the McMillan Company), which stu- 
dents of Browning will find of special value. 


The assertion is often made nowadays that peo- 
ple no longer have that familiarity with the Bible 
which has hitherto made it a treasury upon which our 
writers and public speakers might draw at will for 
strong phrases and effective illustrations. In the past 
an orator might safely take for granted that his audi- 
ence were minutely familiar with the lives of Joshua 
and of Gideon, of Saul and of Hezekiah, and thus, 
by an apt reference to some incident in Hebrew his- 
tory, he could conjure up an animated mental picture 
' which would convey his thought with unfailing em- 
phasis. But now, it is said, ‘such illustration would 
fail of comprehension in a generation which does not 
habitually read or study the Bible. 

That there is some apparent foundation of truth in 
this allegation is a lamentable fact. The beautiful 
Bible stories are not always and as a matter of course 
made part of a child’s education, and too often pro- 
fessing Christians know little more of the sacred 
books than the disconnected passages which they 
hear read in church, That daily reading of the Bible, 
by which its musical language and its strong words 
of admonition were incorporated; into the memory, 
is not so generally considered, as it once was, both a 
duty and a privilege. Ignorance of the Bible is no 
longer thought to be a palpable disgrace. 

However, indications are strong that this decline 
in familiarity with the Bible is but the reflex motion 
of a wave. Those of us, indeed, who accept the 
- Scriptures as the Word of God are willing to wait. 
We may say with Gamaliel, “If this counsel or this 
work be of men it will come to naught; but if it be 
of God, ye cannot overthrowlit.” But evidence of a 
steadily growing interest{in Bible study is not wanting 
—evidence which will appeal to all thoughtful men, 
observers of current events, readers of the signs of 
the times. 

The truth is that the methods of Bible study have, 
_ during the last half century, been undergoing a pro- 


/ 


been suffering from a famine, “‘ net a famine of bread 
nor a thirst for water, but of hearing the words of the 
Lord.” They accepted it with simple faith, and 
taught their children to cherish it as the only in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice. Then arose a 
period of doubt. The discoveries of geology seemed 
to discredit the biblical account of the creation, and 
the Darwinian theory to call in question man’s su- 
premacy over the lower animals. Many became 
apostate from the faith of their fathers, and all had to 
readjust their interpretation of some portions of the 
Scriptures. The sacred books were subjected to the 
fierce and sometimes distorting light of the “ Higher 
Criticism.” The world had arrived at a stage of de- 
velopment analogous to that which comes to every 
thoughtful youth when his traditional creed is brought 
to judgment before the tribunal of his awakening in- 
tellect. Is there any harm in that? 
“No, when the fight begins within himself, 
A man’s worth something.” 
“The more of doubt, the stronger faith, I say, 
If faith o’ercomes doubt.*’ 


So, in the history of the church, as of the individual 
man, many a quicksand of unbelief must be crossed, 
many a thicket of perplexity must be traversed be- 
fore the feet are firmly planted upon the mountain- 
top of a reasonable faith. 

At the present time, however, the benefits of all 
this unrest are at last becoming manifest. The Bible 
is the subject of more attention than ever before. 
Editions have multiplied within the past twenty 
years in a manner which is characterized by the 
Secretary of the American Bible Society as “rapid 
and unprecedented.’’? We have the Cambridge Bible, 
the Temple Bible, the Modern Reader’s Bible, the 
New Century Bible, the Variorum Bible, the Triglot 


Bible, the Polychrome Bible, and a host of others. — 


Some of these special editions emphasize the devo- 
tional import of the Bible; some are more concerned 
with its historic and literary aspects, and others again 
bring out with more or less reverence minute points 
of criticism. Commentaries, dictionaries, concord- 
ances have kept pace with these various editions of 


the Bible. In this connection, a fact brought to my. 


attention through the librarian of one of our large 
public libraries,* may prove interesting and suggest- 
ive, namely, that nearly every work in their catalogue 
relating to the exegesis of Scripture has been either 
published or republished in the last decade. This 


statement does not include the old general commen- — 


taries, but refers to the more definite forms of éx- 


~ cess of evolution. When Luther unchained the Bible 
from the monastic desk and handed it out to the 
__ world, it was_eagerly received:by a people who had 


egesis.

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Now, in the promulgation of literature, as in other 
enterprises, the demand regulates the supply. The 
publication of a large and increasing number of books 
upon a given subject, and especially the republica- 
tion of books upon that subject, indicates a propor- 
tional increase in the number of people who are in- 
terested in the matter in hand. There must be read- 
ers for these many editions of the Bible and books 
about the Bible. 

Then look at some facts about Bible study. Since 
Mr. Moody started his first conference of students for 
Bible study in 1886, three other conferences for a like 
purpose have been organized: at Lake Geneva, 
Asheville, and Pacific Grove. In the summer of 1902 
fourteen hundred and four young men, representing 
three hundred and ninety-eight institutions, attended 
these conferences.* During the summer just ended 
the attendance increased to two thousand young men 
from four hundred and fifty colleges.+ The Bible 
classes under the auspices of the American Young 
Men’s Christian Associations now enroll four times 
as many members as four years ago.* The students 
from educational institutions of the country enrolled 
in Bible classes numbered, in the year 1900, two 
thousand; in 1904 twenty-five thousand.}+ In 1902-03 
Princeton University reported one hundred and sev- 
enty Bible students, and Yale two hundred and thirty- 
four; in 1903-04 Princeton three hundred and sixty- 
two, and Yale five hundred} Some one has said; 
“Statistics are misleading.’ But such figures as these 
must mean something. = 
“_ Whether or not, however, the conclusion be ac- 
cepted that Bible study is again on the increase, the 
fact remains that familiarity with the Bible is taken 
for granted not only by our great masters of style’ 
who are “free of all the four corners of language,” 
but also by the editors of our current newspapers. 
Take, for example, Zhe Nation, a pericdical more 
admirable for the good English of its editorials than 
for any leaning toward ‘orthodox Christianity. In 
the edition of July 9, 1904, for instance, the editorial 
columns disclose at least five scriptural allusions, as 
follows: ‘ Nevertheless, the Hearst and Bryan com- 
bination, with the whole following from the cave of 
Adullam, will be in a hopeless minority,” an allusion 
to I. Sam. xxii, 1,2. ““Who do not wish to seeffour 
strongholds of learning taken by the Philistines.” 
“The lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes, and the 
pride of life” (I. Jobn ii, 16). “The implication is 
clear that no one cou!d be expected to vote for him 
without getting thirty pieces of silver” (Matt. xxvi, 
14,15). “Thackeray is a greater than Steverson,” 

an obvious parody of Luke xi, 31. 
, In Zhe Nation of August ath are found two rather 
striking allusions to the life of Moses: .

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“He smote the rock of financial offense, and folly 
gushed forth ;” and “One would imagine that, yester- 
day, England found India, as Pharaoh’s daughter the 
waif, Moses.” Here are two pregnant scriptural al- 
lusions from a Baltimore daily paper: “From a little 
seed of fact has grown a great mustard tree of knowl- 
edge.” ‘The voice is the voice of Mr. , but the 
hand is the hand of the Pennsylvania Railroad.” The 
satirical force of this last assertion would surely be 
lost upon a reader unfamiliar with the story of Jacob’s 
personation of Esau. Clearly, the writers for our 
periodical press have not given up making allusions 
to the Bible. 

Not less apparent is the Bible’s influence upon the 
speech of scholars—men who, by reason of their lit- 
erary or scientific attainments, are called to lecture 
upon lofty themes before academic audiences. Of 
this fact a remarkable illustration is furnished by the 
last one of the Ingersoll lectures, delivered at Har- 
vard University by Dr. William Osler, of the Johns 
Hopkins University, and now (October, 1904) just 
published in book form. The subject, “Science and 
Immortality,” is not one with which the Scriptures 
have to do, since the Bible never teaches science. 
And even in the learned lecturer’s confessio fidei at 
the close, the gospel is not allowed to shine in upon 
the gloom and perplexity resultant upon the con- 
templation of the “germ plasm.” Nevertheless, this 
lecture is full of the Bible. Its forty-three small pages 
contain forty-one biblical allusions and quotations. 
On page 35 seven scriptural expressions are made 
use cf in close succession: 


‘The idealists who walk by faith and not by sight.’ 
(IL. Cor. v, 7.) 

“‘Many be called, but few chosen, said Christ.” (Matt. 
xx, 16.) 

“ Of the hosts:that cry, Lord, Lord!’’ (Matt. vii, 21.) 

‘Few have that earnest expectation of the creature.” 
(Rom. viii, 19.) 

“To them it is given to know the mysteries.” (Matt. 
xiii, 11.) 

“Not always the wise men after the flesh a (I. Cor. i, 26.) 

‘Children of light.’’ (I. Thess. v, 5.) 


Dr. Osler alludes to Adam, to Cain, to Job, to 
Hezekiah, to Benjamin and the Levite, to Moloch, to” 
the Witch of Endor, to Elijah and the Still Small 
Voice, to Gallio, to:the Laodiceans, to Dives and 
Lazarus, and to the “‘ Preacher” of Ecclesiastes. 

The strongest proof, however, that the Bible has 
never lost its effect upon our literature is found in the 
works of the standard writers of English. Robert 
Louis Stevenson may fairly be taken as a representa- 
tive modern author, and assuredly his style, especial- 
ly in his Zssays, derives much of its charm, much of 
its strength also, from the scriptural allusions in 
which it abounds. In the essay entitled “ Old Mor- 
tality,” for example, within the limit of one page and 
five lines Stevenson makes four distinct references to — 
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First we have the Garden of Eden: “A 
man by his own fault ruined; shut out of the garden 
of his gifts (Gen. iii, 22, 23). The very next phrase 
would lose its meaning to a reader unacquainted 
with the ninth chapter of Judges: “ His whole city of 
hope both plowed and salted; silently awaiting the 
deliveret.’” The allusion is, of course, to Abimelech’s 
capture of the city of Shechem, which he “beat down 
and sowed with salt’’ (Judges ix, 45). A few lines 
farther on we are transported to the book of Daniel: 
‘But he held an inquest, and passed sentence: mene 
mene’ (Dan. v, 26). The fourth allusion speaks for 
itself: “Thus was our old comrade, like Samson, 
careless in his days of strength ; but on the coming 
of adversity, and when the strength was gone that 
had betrayed him—‘for our strength is weakness ’"— 
he began to blossom and bring forth.” ‘‘ Blossom 
and bring forth’’—is not this, perhaps, a fifth scrip- 
tural allusion—to Isa. xxvii, 6?—‘“‘ Israel shall blossom 
and bud and fill the face of the world with fruit.’’ 

For complete demonstration of this influence of the 
Bible upon literature, no poem in the English lan- 
guage is more to the purpose than Robert Browning’s 
Christmas Eve and Easter Day. The Ring and the 
Book, indeed, does, in some respects, furnish a more 
Striking exemplification of the point. In that poem 
the profusion of scriptural allusions seems the more 
remarkable from the fact that its subject is not closely 
allied with scriptural themes as is the case with 
Christmas Eve and Easter Day. Also, the great 
length of Zhe Ring and the Book, and the variety of 
its movement, makes it possible for its quotations to 
extend over a much larger number of the sacred 
books. But Christmas Eve and Easter Day is more 
thoroughly imbued with the Bible; it is rooted and 
grounded in the Word of God. This poem of about 
two thousand five hundred lines contains one hun- 
dred and thirty scriptural allusions. If, in deference 
to his gentle reader’s ignorance of the Bible, Browning 
had suppressed every line containing any reference 
to that ‘‘Old Book,’’ he would have been obliged to 
expunge nearly four hundred lines, and to leave the 
rest unintelligible. Examine, for example, Stanza 10 
of Christmas Eve. Here lines 53-73 are almost con- 
tinuously made up of scriptural allusions:

In these fourteen lines Browning alludes to the books 
of Exodus, Job, Acts, Ephesians, Philippians, Colos- 
sians, I. Timothy, II. Peter, and Revelation, and, be- 
sides, makes a general reference to the whole life and 
death of Jesus Christ. 


After further citations from the works of Browning 
the article concludes: 


“No more appropriate close could be found for 
these thoughts upon the permanence of the Bible’s 
influence than Browning’s allusion to Christ’s promise 
of his perpetual presence in By oo (Matt. xviii, 20; 
Matt. xxviii, 20): 


‘IT remember, he did say, .

CHARLES WAGNER ON READING THE 
BIBLE. 


[Translated and condensed from an address of the Rev. Charles 
Wagner, author of ‘‘The Simple Life,’? delivered before the 
Protestant Bible Society of Paris at its Highty-third Annual 
Meeting, May, 1905.] 

VERY nation possesses some inward patri- 
mony, some force of soul, and, so to speak, 
something in the way of fenxazes, which it car- 

ries with it everywhere it goes. There used to be 

gods, great in majesty, who did not move about, who 
were special to a single country, but there were also 
familiar gods of the hearth which the ancients carried 
with them and which kept fresh in memory the coun- 
try of their fathers. When the first Puritans, the Pil- 
grim fathers, embarked for America they carried 
with them the Bible, that unique book, that eternal 
fatherland, that immense country of the Heavenly 

Father of which all men are citizens, it being the 

fatherland of all because it brings to all something 

from God. 

When they arrived upon this new continent of 
America the Pilgrims opened their Bible. When we 
go to a foreign country we always like to see in the 
dome of heaven the stars which we have been accus- 
tomed to see, which send therefrom to us familiar 
rays, which come down to us, as it were, in order to 


give us a message—a message which comes from the 


other end of the universe and speaks to us also of 
that part of humanity which is most dear to us. So 
these first-;comers in America, opening their Bible, 
saw immediately well-remembered stars, the con- 
stellations which spoke to them of heaven and which 
brought down to them the appeal of their light. It 
is impossible that a people shall ever forget such 
memories, such living realities. These are actual 


stones which have entered into the construction of 


all the cities of America. Over there the Bible is the 
foundation of everything. Everybody knows it. It 
enlivens: public thought.g Its words,pass from the 
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lips of statesmen, of workingmen, of artists, of war- 
riors. 

I remember when I was present at the dinner of the 
American Legion of Honor, there were‘present gen- 
erals and admirals. At the dessert there were many 
toasts; but sounding through everything that was 
said was the same virile, religious, biblical tone. It 
was like a continuous excursion into the immense 
territories of the Bible, which extend from the snow- 
capped mountain peaks of the Jewish prophets to the 
open and grassy plains of the New Testament. 

In the primary public schools there is the same 
use, the same respect for the Bible. In the hearing 
of all the children, belonging to the different relig- 
ions, each morning before beginning the class work 
the finest passages of the Old and New Testament 
are read. 

At home family worship is in honor. At the home 
of John Wanamaker the patriarchal simplicity of the 
family worship particularly charmed me, Nothing 
brings men together like the Bible, regarded as a 
means of growth. The dead come to life. People 
feel Christ coming back to earth. All recognize the 
consoling signs of his holy presence. 

I was present also at the Bible classes, which are 
gatherings of men with laymen for teachers, and 
which have for their object to make the Bible known 
and loved. I found them in New York, in Philadel- 
phia, in Rochester. Books of exegesis and of mod- 
ern criticism are there placed within reach of all. 
Nobody fears to bring questions to the Bible. It is a 
lack of respect to have fear of going to it, of asking 
it whence it comes, how it has grown up, and where 
it wishes to lead us. 

Many cities, New York among others, have a Bible 
Teachers Training School, which is really a biblical 
university. Every one who wishes to enter this school 
is furnished with a sort of guide to the reading of the 
Holy Scripture. This guide contains a very impor- 
tant recommendation at the head of the list— Put 
nothing into the Bible.” For many people discover 
in the Bible bad things, or sectarian tendencies, but it 
is they themselves who put these things there. One 
should not seek in the Book of God that which is not 
in it. 

Moreover, there are two ways of using the Book. 
Some people go there to find rifles, poisoned arrows, 
machine-guns, by means of which any sect or heresy 
can be fired upon. Pages can be pointed out where © 
such and such a celebrated theologian was assassinat- 
ed, or where a whole Church was destroyed. What a 
straying from the path, what a crime, to use the Book 
of God to scatter hate and death among the ranks of 
his children! No; the Bible was not made for us to 
beat each other with. This is the bad way of using 
the Bible. 

There is another way of using it, which consists of 
pointing out those pages which have freed_millions of 


\ 
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human beings from the power of evil and from the 
fear of death. When we use the Bible in this way we 
walk about in a country full of delicious memories, 
Everywhere is an abundance of fresh air; every- 
where light is reaching all the corners. At this place 
rivers of tears were dried up and the most poignant 
pains were quelled. At that place the little ones of 
the earth, all slaves of injustice and of Pharisaic 
pride, had their bonds untied by the powerful hand 
of the Liberator. Here, on this side, is Bethel, just 
there is Tabor, Gethsemane, Calvary. In these 
American Bible classes I never saw a Bible used for 
any other purpose than to unite men in their prayers 
and in their hope of salvation. On the contrary, how 
many times have I seen men take up this book with 
respect and incomparable tenderness, as if they held 
in their mortal hands the very manna of immortality ! 

Happy those who know how to draw forth from 
this inexhaustible quarry some block of marble, 
whether great or small, which they shape and carve 
in such a way as to make it loved and understood by 
all passers. Happy the land where Bible Societies 
are held in honor, for these societies are doing a 
work of life.

HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 

of the American Bible Society was held at the 

Bible House Thursday, July 6, 1905, Theophilus 

A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President of the Society, in 
the chair. . 

Bishop Andrews, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, read the First Psalm and offered prayer. 

The Board was informed through the Agencies 
Committee that the unsettled questions of colportage 
in the Levant were still being considered and dealt 
with as wisely as possible. 

The Secretaries reported that steps were now being 
taken for consolidating the Cuban and Puerto Rican 

_ Agencies, and that Mr. Lamb, after consideration, had 
decided to retire from the services of the Society, and 
that Mr. Lopez, with the permission of the Commit- 
tee, had come to the United States. 

Grants of books in the domestic field to the num- 
ber of thirty were made to various churches, individ- 
uals, missions, and institutions. | 

A grant of $250'was made to the Arcot Mission 
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(India) of the Reformed (Dutch) Church, and to the © 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, for the mission in Spain, a grant of $500, 

The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
meuts to Foreign Agencies during the month of June 
under previous appropriations: To the Central Amer- 
ica Agency, 904 volumes, value $368 53; to the Brazil 
Agency, 810 volumes, value $326 82; to the Japan 
Agency, $5.55; to the La Plata Agency, 1,739 volumes, 
value $363.59; to the Mexico Agency, 424 volumes, 
value $129.04; to the Puerto Rico Agency, 860 vol- 
umes, value $282.53. Total, 4,737 volumes, value 
$1,476.06. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of June.were 59,112 volumes.
